JERUSALEM, Feb. 21.—What 
might be termed a coup d'etat, 
not directed against the official rul- 
er, Emir Abdullah, but against the 
power behind the throne, occurred 


in Trans-Jordania, when fifty tri- 
bal heads and Trans-Jordania not- 
ables assembled in the City Hall 
at Amman, the capital of Trans 
Jordania to take action against 
Trans-Jordania’s Prime Minister, 
Rikabi Pasha. The Assembly 
unanimously decided to overthrow 
Rikabi Pasha’s government and 
to establish tmmediately a repre- 
sentative council to dissolve Rikabi 
Pasha’s party and to expel its 
leader from the country. 

Rikabi Pasha, one of the Arab 
Nationalist leaders, who came in- 
to the limelight since the World 
War, played an important role in 
the developments in French Syria, 
Mespotamia the Hedjaz and Trans- 
Jordania. Although at one time 
an open opponent of Emir Abdul- 
lah, he accepted the post of Pre- 
mier of Trans-Jordania, the west- 
ern part of Palestine, which is a 
part of the British mandate ter- 
ritory. 

It was stated in well-informed 
circles that the dramatic events 
which changed the situation on the 
Arabian Peninsula since the Wa- 
habi forces under the leadership 
of Tbn Saud invaded the kingdom 
of Hedjaz, which includes’ the 


Gullah accompanied his father, 
Hussein, then Caliph and King of 
Hiedjaz, to Mecca after hia visit 
in Amman, Rikabi Pasha. although 
Prime Minister, visited the various 
Bedouin tribes on the Arabian 
Peninsula, and incited them 
against the Hussein dynasty, which 
resulted ‘in the attack of the Wa- 
habi forces on Trans-Jordania on 
the day Emir Abdullah was sched- 
uled to return to his capital. 

Several raids by brigands in 
Trans-Jordania, as well as in 
French Syria, were reported as be- 
ing the resu.t of Rikabi Pasha's 
activities.

terms. During the years 1915-17, 
J. R. Hayden, then assistant in- 
dustrial commissioner of the Santa 
Fe System, conducted the negotia- 
tions and made the plans by which 
the Santa Fe was to build a line 
eleven miles long from a point on 
its Redondo Line to. a connection 
with the Municipal Beit Line. 


After all the arrangements were 
made and the switching tariffs 
were ‘agreed to with the other 
roads, Mr. Hayden came to Los An- 
geles to apply to the City Council 
for the necessary franchises for the 
new line. On his arrival in Los 
Angeles he received a wire froin 
the big boss telling him to wait a 
few days, and in those few days 
the government took over all the 
railroads of the country—and im- 
mediate connection with Los An- 
geles Harbor by the Santa Fe again 
was postponed. 


IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENT 


Soon after the roads were re- 
turned by the government to their 
owners, following the war, Mr. 
Hayden again took up the prob- 
lem of the harbor line, but in the 
interim many new conditions had 
arisen, costs had enormously in- 
creased—so had the commerce of 
the port—and many _new difficul- 
ties had arisen, with the result that 
three years more have elapsed; and

IN HOUSE PLAN 


Small Home Design Needs 
Special Attention 


Spoces Must be Utilized to 


Utmost Advantage 


The good house of diminutive 
size requires more than average 
ability. In the large house there 
is plenty of room for mistakes, 
plenty of space to waste, usually 
plenty of money to cover all costs. 


That is not to say that large hous- 
es are usually bungled, but rather 


sary, a few superfluous square feet 
here and there, cannot mar the 
success of the large house, while 
a misplaced six-inch space may be 
very important in the plan of a 
small house. 

It is only fair to architects, too, 
to say that the keenly competi- 
tive nature of their profession, and 
the inevitable “cost of doing busi- 
ness” has made it largely impos-. 
sible for them to lavish as much 
work on the small house as they 
would desire. The result has been 
that the small house has too fre- 
quently been culled by {ts prospec- 
tive owner from a book of ready- 
made plans, or left to the unin- 
spired hand of some contractor, 
whose idea of a plan has often 
seemed to consist of a large box, 
horizontally and vertically divided 
into eight equal compartments 
called rooms. However, there. are 
distinctions to be drawn as among 
contractors and their tastes. 


Until récent years the small 
house of real architectural merit 
has been lamentably rare. South- 
ern California for some years past 
has demonstrated, in several high- 
ly intelligent subdivision develop- 
raents, that the small house may 
be well designed. It may be that 
we are on the threshold of an era 
of more general public apprecia- 
tion of the distinction between ar- 
chitecture and building. 

In appraising the small hotsé as 
an architectural design, the most 
natural beginning is to place it be- 
side the most generally familiar 
criterion. 

Spontaneous admiration and ac- 
ceptance of the English cottage, 
however, like spontaneous admira- 
tion and acceptance of anything, is 
very unsafe. We are likely to be 
so charmed by the picturesque ex- 
terior of the English cottage that 
we forget to consider the interior. 
| Externally, the English architects 
‘have made the most of their prob- 
lem, freely using unusual materi- 
,als, often local, in an admirably 
‘colloquial manner with expressive 
craftsmanship, resulting tn a smal! 
‘dwelling of picturesque mass and 
(detail, with quaint windows and 
chimneys. 

Obviously, then, the ideal small! 
‘house will be found to combine a 
| picturesque and architecturally ex- 
|pressive exterior with a practical 
and architecturally sane interior, : 
a combination far easier to state 
as an hypothesis than to execute 
in three dimensions. 


MATERIALS CONSIDERED 

Considering first the exterior, it 
may certainly be said that the 
country-house architects of Amer- 
ica recently have paid more at- 
tention to the possibilities of ma- 
terials. Color and texture have 
come to be appreciated as essen- 
‘tials of design. Nor are materials 
handled with the lack of tmagina- 
tion which so long has differenti- 
.ated America from English domes- 
tie architecture.

Soil and Climatic Conditions 
Aid to Development 


Water Plays Important Part 
in Consistent Growth 


District in Prominence as an 
Agricultural Center 


BY T. G. ARMSTRONG P 

In the northwestern corner 
of San Diego county is one of 
the fastest growing agricul- 
tural districts in Southern Cali- 
fornia. This district takes in 
Oceanside, Escondido, Carls- 
bad and Fallbrook and a num- 
ber of smaller communities 
whose interests are closely in- 
terwoven and whose develop- 
ment in recent years, remark- 
able as it has been, is consid- 


ered merely an indication of 


the good things that the future 
holds. 


As in other parts of California, 
water has been the dominating in- 
fluence that has brought this sec- 
tion of San Diego country from ob- 
security to 2 position of prominence 
agricultural! and horticultural | 

Climatic conditions and soils rich 
in the elements necessary to bring. 
on prolific production first attracted | 
the attention of homeseekers. To 
this favorable combination there is 
mow being added the vital element 
of water and the result has been 
the reclamation of thousands of 
acres that is contributing more 
and greater wealth to the county | 


each year. 


WATER IMPORTANT 
The important role which water is 
g in the development of San 
© county, and particularly that 
aoe on Oceanside and 
: ido, may be judged when it 
ig recalled that less than three 
years ago the county's irrigated 
acreage was approximately 25.- 
000, whereas today the total is close 
to 76,000 acres of land under irri- 
gation or being put under water. 
Of this total, more than one-half is 
embraced in the 200 square miles 
fronting on the coast from Ocean- 
side south to Solana Beach and Del 
Mar and east to Fallbrook and Es- 
condido. 
Formerly this district depended 
Upon three rivers for water. They 
were the San Luis Rey. the Santa 
Margarita and the San Dieguito. 
From the pioneer days it was seen 
that any future development would 
depend entirely on the supply of 
water. The important problem has 
now been solved by the construc- 
tion of two storage dams, Lake 
~ Hodges and Lake Henshaw. Where 
formerly the flood waters ran to

the sea, they now are held captive 


behind man-made barriers and are 
being put to work as required. 

Lake Henshaw has a capacity of 
164,000 acre feet, or more than 
50,000,000,000 gallons. Lake 
Hodges has a storage of 40,000 
acre feet, the equivalent of 15,000,- 
000,000 gallons. Lake Wohlford, 
formerly called Escondido Reser- 
voir, served the Escondido district 
for many years, and recently its ca» 
pacity was increased 7000 acre feet, 
or about 2,;500.000,000 gallons. 

“Anything. that will grow in 
Southern California will yield 
bounteous crops in the Oceanside- 
Escondido | district” has been a 
stock slogan in Northern San Diego 
county for years. Citrus fruits, 
poultry and the principal field crops 
have been and will continue to be 
the consistent producers of wealth, 
but much attention is now being 
given to avocado culture and win- 
ter vegetables. The avocado has 
swept to the front amazingly in 
three yerrs and iarge plantings 
have been made at Solana Beach, 
Carisbad, Oceanside and back from 
the coast at Fallbrook. 


VEGETABLES THRIVE 


Winter: vegetables flourish along 
the coast from Solana Beach to and 
beyond Oceanside, and a consider- 
able acreage is devoted to peas, 
celery, letttice, spinach, beans, po- 
tatoes and bell peppers. The San 
Diego and Los Angeles markets ab- 
eorb large quantities of these vege- 
tables, but the bulk of the crops 
goes East and brings good prices.

A nch 
of the Santa Fe Railway connects 
with Escondido and Fallbrook. 


Aside from its commercial im-_ 
portance, Oceanside has the ad- 
vantages of a resort city. A wide, 
clean beach extending north and 
south is in reality in Oceanside's 
front yard. To this attractive sport 
there come large crowds of bath- 
ers and fishermen, ands the little 
tent city spread on the sands of- 
fers comfortable accommodations 
ser’ sojourners seeking the sea- 

Escondido, second largest city In 
the county, has a population of 
about 2200. The “Sun Kist Vale,” 
of which it is the hub, Is a highly 
productive area of more than 15,- 
000 acres, practically all of which 
is tillable. Oranges, lemons and 
grapes rank at the top of the list 
of products of ita fertile acres. The 
Escondido Valley is the home of 
the muscat grape, a large part of 
the 4500 acres plants to vineyards 
being given over to this variety. 
In addition to the Santa Fe, Es- 
condido Valley is served by a 
modern system of paved roads, the 
principal unit of which is the in- 


Ban Diego. 

Around Fallbrook, which is 
north and east of Oceanside, is a 
stretch of land so favorably sit- 
uated that it rarely is visited by 
frost. use of this favorable 
condition, the country immediate- 
ly adjacent has earned the title 
“Frostiess Fallbrook.” Government 
weather reports substantiate this 
claim. In the march of progress 
and development, Fallbrook has 
lost none of the color and charm 
which first attracted homeseek- 
era to this promising valley. 


IDEAL CLIMATE 

Fallbrook is in the foothill coun- 
try where climate, soil and wa- 
ter have been found admirably 
adapted for fruits and vegetables, 
and fur poultry and bees. About 
1500 acres are planted to lemons 
and more than 2000 acres are 


given over to olives. Exacting 
tests have proved the Fallbrook 
region to be especially favorable 


for avocade culture. Honey leads 
the list as a revenue producer, the 
shipments to eastern markets av- 
eraging .wenty carloads yearly. 
No community in the country 
has grown at a more rapid rate 
than Carisbad. As far back as 
1880 Carlsbad’s possibilities were 
seen by pioneers, but until 1916 lit- 
tle progres: was made In the ag- 
ricaltural line, due to lack of irri- 


gation facilities. In 1916 an irrt- 
gation district was formed, taking

Nomad of Boston Transcript Sees 
No End to Los Angeles Growth 
and Enduring Fascination 

{The following article written by the Nomad appeared in the Jan- 


Los Angeles is the most motored 
and the most real-estate-agented 
city in the world. This—since I 
am going to praise the city—may 
as well be admitted and taken care 
ef at once. Everything here starts 


at that. <At frst the filling sta-/ Dista 


tions seem to outnumber all other 
structures. Eividently they are 
warmly welcomed on every street 
and in every neighborhood. They 
are gay affaire—not temples 

Vesta in the classic style preya- 
lent in Boston, bit fantastic little 
pavilions of wood painted in reds, 
yellows, greens and other lively 
colors and combinations. They 
have ample well-graveled grounds 
about them; many the Stars 
and Stripes at the top of a tall 
pole standing at the front of the 


lot; largely they are tended by 
meat and polite young men in 
white suits. Rival gas stations 


often occupy opposite street cor- 
ners, and today I saw three of 
them on three of the four cor- 
ners of an intersection of a street 
with Sunset Boulevard. They 
have splendidly taken the place of 
the old corner saloon. They seem 
to be everywhere regarded as a 
Gecorative feature of the city, as 
well as a highly necessary institu- 
tion—which beyond doubt they are, 
since the number of automobiles in 
the city of Los Angeles alone is 

ter than the number licensed 
n the State of Massachusetts. Ev- 
ery man, woman and child here 
seems to have at least a Ford, and 
they fly merrily in every direttion. 


LOW COST PARKING 

Well, considering that the 
grounds of these all-pervasive gas 
stations are often decorated with 
a stately palm or an umbrageous 

epper tree—graceful as a weep- 
ng willow, but breathing gayety 
instead of gloom with its fern- 
like drooping leaves and its abun- 
dant fruitage of ruby beads—they 
are not so bad after all. Certain- 
ly they strike the dominant note 
fim the Los Angeles iandscape. 
Parking establishments are only a 
little less common. Any old place 
—a, vacant lot or a space behind 
bulidings. serves for a parking 
business here, and in these places 
you can park your car from & a.m. 
until midnight for as little as 10 
cents in some cases. and in the 
most eristocratic places for 35 
cents. These parking places are 
mumerous even downtown, and, 
the streets being mostly broad, 
parking at the curb for forty-five 
minutes is generally permitted. So 
the conditions for motorists may 
be regarded ag excellent. Gasoline 
here costs from 14% cents up to 
16%. For the pedestrian, the con- 
ditions are not quite so admirable, 
but these conditions are a lot bet- 
ter in Los Angeles than they are 
in Boston. I can say this from 
personal experience. Speed here 
geems to be most unrestrained, but 
certain street crossings are marked 
off with yellow bars painted on the 
pavement, between which the pe- 
destrian has the absolute right of 
way. Boulevard crossings require 
a dead stop. I have found circula- 
tion on foot safe enough with or- 
@inary caution. The downtown 
cornefs are governed by a bell 
call, which keers the traffic alter- 
nating equitably. 

IT had been in Los Angeles sev- 
eral days before I saw a horse. and 
that was on a milk wagon, in an 
utiying suburb. The sway of the 
‘motor is absolute. | 


REAL ESTATE 


_ So much for that aspect of the 
city. The next characteristic of 
life here is the real estate craze. 
‘It is the consequence and corvllary 
of the motor. Automobiles carry 
‘everbody and everything far 
‘field, and nowhere else so far as 
here. Los Angeles spreads out in 
wvery direction. Distances are 
magnificent. Going by the straight- 
est road from the steamboat dock 
at Wilmington. which is within the 
Los Angeles city limits, to a home 
fn the northern part of the city, 


still well within the limits, I drove. 


exactly thirty miles. .If you have 
‘eceasion to call on a friend you 
will probably have to drive at least 
fifteen miles. Los Angeles is real- 
ly a city made up of more than a 
d@ozen smaller cities. Territorial- 
Jy it ts the largest city in the 
world. 
‘and vales and broad flats constant- 
dy calls for occupancy and devel- 
opment. Hollywood, Whlshire. 
‘Highland Park, Mt. Washington, 
Belvedere Heights and other sec- 
tions are not suburbs of Los An- 
geles—they are faubourgs of the 


Its immense extent of hills/ in 


city. New suburbs are constantly 
added by annexation, for the out- 
lying section, though, like Santa 
Monica, they may prefer to be in- 
dependent, are impelled to come 
into the city by the practical im- 
possibilitysof providing themselves 
with an independent water supply. 
neces do not count, with ev- 
erybody behind a motor. All sec- 
tions must be developed—must be 
built upon. 


HOME OWNERS 
All this means a wild rush for 
lots. It means a real estate agent 
at every corner. Other conditions 


help on the business. Just. now 
there is a mania for moving out 
upon the round, treeless hills of 
the numerous ranges that sur- 
round and penetrate the city. A 
development company buys up 
two or three or even only one of 
these big hills, runs some roads 
up it, gives the eection a fine 
name, and starts in selling lots. 
The lots are bought, and cottages, 
bungalows, stucco houses in Span- 
ish-American style and Swiss 
chalets begin to appear, clinging 
to the steepest slopes. On these 
hills and everywhere else the city 
is growing at an extraordinary 
rate. There are 1,000,000 people 
here now where in 1920 there were 
576,000. nother tter favors 
this extension and the demand for 
lots. Only to a small extent do 
people live here in apartment 
houses and not at all in tenement 
houses. They live in separate 
houses, generally one-story § in 
height. That spreads them out 
over miles and miles of territory. 
More and more demand for lots! 
Legitimate demand—and also the 
impulse to speculate. Result—a 
prodigious number of little real 
estate offices, each proclaiming its 
bargains on a forest of  black- 
boards. In the outlying districts 
these offices are almost as nu- 
merous as ‘the gas stations. Down- 
town, well-dressed women stand 
in the doorways with their hands 
full of circulara, touting for real 
estate developments. motor 
busses for sightseeing wagons run 
from Pershing Square in the cen- 
ter of the city. offering free rides 
to the beaches and surrounding 
places—in the interest of the sale 
of lots. You needn't buy a lot: 
all you have to do is to get in and 
go and see the wonderful oppor- 
tunities. 


FASCINATING PLACE 
In such a centrifugal condition 
of affairs you could hardly expect 


Los Angeles to be In anything but 
a transition state, and that is what 
it visibly is in. The business cen- 
ter of the city is not very attrac- 
tive. It is crowded, very busy and 
looks as if everything was boom- 
ing. It is very much lke every 
other crowded American city. No- 
thing characteristic. But as soon 
as you enter the residence districts 
you find something very different. 
There is something very fascinat- 
ing here, and everywhere, in spite 
of transition and mixed conditions. 
For one thing, there is something 
in the atmosphere that prevents the 
automobile fumes from being per- 
ceived or from affecting the vege- 
tation. It is a city of beautiful 
trees and shrubs. Everything plant- 
ed seems to thrive, except the roy- 
al - palms; the date palms and pal- 
mettos endure the frequent winter 
frosts very cheerfully, but the 
royal palms and bananas will not..: 
Anyway, there is enough. Many 
residence streets — interminable 
rows of bungalows of every earth- 
ly pattern—-are shaded with pep- 
per trees of intense and poetic 
beauty, with acacias and pines and 
firs of various sorts, and pictur- 
esque eucalypti often overtopping 
everything: and the yards are 
planted with bamboos, with roses 
and other blossoming shrubs—all | 
things that are green all the year 
‘round. Los Angeles is not par- 
ticularly rich in parks, but !t has 
at least several of great beauty. Its 
churches are many, but they do not 
run to spires. There its a legend 
yof earthquakes here. And to the 
northward of the city stand for- 
ever those lofty and i splendid 
mountains, which may be seen 
from even the downtown streets.

If this clinical picture of mothers’ imagi- 
nations were true, nature would have been 
indeed a great bungler. 

I do not for a moment say that baby's 
teething Arocess is painless. It undoubted- 
ly does create irritation, largely due to the 
wrong methods of feeding and lack of prepa- 
ration for baby’s coming, but to say that 


 the“pain is so great as to warrant surgical 


interference, which many worried mothers 
resort to, would be far fetched indeed. 

I have yet to see a teething baby for 
whom lancing of the gums was justified. 
The only justification the surgeon can genu- 
inely give for lancing baby’s gums is the 
$10 or $26 fee he gets for it. Lancing baby's 
gums in most cases is a great deal more 
painful than the teething process itself. . 

Baby’s teeth do not push through in a 
day or a fortnight, or even for several 
months. The process of teeth develop 
ment and growth is exceedingly slow.

If any of you believe. that baby’s gums 
are so extremely sensitive and 
anatomy disproves it, for it shows that the 
nerve and blood circulation of the top sur-

For example—as fast as baby’s teeth de- 
velop the blood circulation and nerve sup- 


ply decreases. It is a very rare exception 


for baby’s teething processes to induce & 
blood hemorrhage of any kind: 

Again, most mothers know the relatively 
great pressure that they can apply against 
baby’s -gums and have him enjoy it. If 
these gums were as highly sensitized as 
these mothers would believe, they could not 
apply the pressure that baby likes. 

You will see him take hard objects in 
his mouth and bite with all his might. 
He would not do this if it produced consid- 
erable pain. 

Keep baby’s bowels open naturally, by 
means of a wholesome, natural milk supply 
from mother. As an auxiliary to this give 
baby considerable quantities of diluted 
fresh fruit juice and a good milk supply, 
as fruit juices will keep baby’s eliminative 
organs functioning. 

That is the principal phase of baby’s 
teething hygiene. This, in the final analy- 


‘gis, is the principal phase of baby’s general 


health and development. 

- Mothers, do not for a moment think you 
are accomplishing the same object by using 
milk of magnesia, castor oil or laxative 
syrups. 


Even though baby’s eliminative organs. 


are kept temporarily open by artificial laxa- 
tives or enemas, the irritated state that is 
induced, I would say, is even’ worse than 
the constipation. 

While baby is teething he also wants 
something pressing against his gums. A 
stalk of celery answers this parpose ad- 
mirably. He cannot bite it off, yet he can 
use considerable pressure against it. At 
the same time he likes the taste of the 
celery juice, 

Using these simple methods of hygenic 
common-sense, baby’s teething process can 
be brought down to a simple evolutionary 
growth of baby’s body, and can be taken 
out of the realm of pathology or disease.

T IS a far cry from a house, however 
humble, with a history, to one, no mat- 
ter how magnificent, without one. Who

follow it; if one were to see on thé other 
side only fine and costly structures without 
an atom of historic interest attached to 
them? 

How far would we go, ‘and heed ‘much 

time and money would we be willing to 

~ spend, for a sight of such splendid crea- 
tions as, for instance, Windsor Castle, the 
Louvre, or the Vatican, minus all the stir- 
ring and wonderful history attached to 
them and their belongings? 

‘As a nation we still consider ourselves 
as being very new; and so we are, in a 
way, but it is a fact that some recent 
archaeological discoveries in the State of 
Arizona would go far toward proving that.

It is well known 
that Washington, on first meeting her, was 
greatly impressed by her beauty and charm. 


Meeis George Washington 


T WAS in the winter of 1756 that, while 

visiting her brother-in-law, Beverly Rob- 
inson, in New York, she met there his 
guest, the young Virginia colonel, George 
Washington, who had been a schoolmate 
and friend of Robinson. At that time Wash- 
service in the French and Indian War, and 
had served on the staff of Gen. Braddock 
as aide-de-camp. It was during this war 
that the Indians declared him to be pos- 


Col. Morris was a Tory, he left for En- 
gland in 1775. A Confiscation Act having 
been passed, his residence was seized and 
later turned into the headquarters of Gen.

For nearly twenty years the couple occu- 
pied the splendid mansion on Washington 
Heights; but when the Revolution came, as

In 1809 the children of Roger Morris and 
his wife sold whatever reversionary inter- 
est they possessed to John Jacob Astor for 
$100,000. Mrs. Morris received a large ad- 
ditional sum of £17,000 from the British 
government, and died in England fifty years 
after she fied from her native country.

EN. WASHINGTON had only occupied 

the jon as headquarters, with his 
offices on second floor, for about three 
months when, owing to the vicissitudes of 
war, the house changed hands, and, the 
place became the headquarters of the Brit- 
ish general, Lord Clinton.. After him came 
the Hessian commander, Lieut..Gen. Baron 
Von Knyphausen. It seems strange today 
to think that a German genefal, a minion 
of the German-blooded old King George III, 
should have been master, even for a short 
‘time, of this fine old colonial home. 


All the rooms are given names, such as . 


tea-room, guard-room, court-martial-room, 
-Lafayette-room, Burr-room, ete. In. the 
basement is a huge wainscoted kitchen, 
twenty by thirty feet, with a fireplace nine 
feet wide, also a dairy, buttery, laundry 
and offices. A mahogany stairway leads to 
the upper floor, which has practically the 
same arrangement of rooms. Everything 
is on a large scale; nineteen rooms in all, 
a spacious mansion, built solidly, for dur- 


ability and comfort, to be the home of a 


great lady. It will no doubt be standing 
hundreds of years from now, unless we 
should some time.in the future engage in 
aerial warfare with a foreign enemy. 


After the Revolutionary War was over 


and peace came, the place changed hands, 
as well as names, many times. When, in 
1810, it came by purchase into the hands 
of Stephen Jumel, it had in turn served as 
a foadhouse and tavern under varivus 
naines, among them being Calumet oe 
Marriner’s, and others, 

Stephen Jumel, an importer of shail 
brandies, cordials and gins, was, in 1800, 
one of the wealthiest merchants in the city 
of New York, although he had arrived: there 
from France, by way of Santo Domingo, a 
few years earlier, practically penniless, 


having passed through the terrible uprising 


of the slaves on that island and escaping 
with barely his life. ‘He was cultured, 
well-mannered and refined in his tastes, but 
he made the very grave mistake of marry-

Building Weight 


BOUT 40 per cent of the 
adults are of normal weight. 


For the ladies especially, to 
waist lines to the slim proportions dicta 
by Dame Pashion is a problem of consid- 
erable importance. 

Much has been written and many lec 
tures have been delivered on how to re 
duce, but not much has been said concern: 
ing the building of the body to that vague 
thing known as normal weight. 

Before we go on with the discussion very 
much further, let me emphasize that, in me 
strictest sense, there is no such thing 
normal weight. 

There is no more reason why one per- 
son’s weight should be exactly the same as 
another person’s of similar height or age 
than there is for all of us to have similar 
faces, similar features. 

When the tables of heights an? weights 
are made up by the insurance companies, 
hundreds of thousands of individual records 
are averaged. Thousands are above the 
average arrived at and other thousands are 
below. Yet the weight of each individual 
may be normal to himself. 

_ When you look at the height and weight 
table and decide that you are ten pounds 
underweight, do not accept these tables too 
literally. Bear in mind that they are av- 
erage tables* instead of normal tables. 

But ict us suppose that the condition of 
underweight is so marked and so decided 
that there is no question of being below

know that carbohydrates or starches are 
burned up, but under some circumstances 
form fats. 
sugars. 

The person who desires to gain weight 
will. inevitably increase the quantity of 
starches, fats, oils and sugars, and decrease 
the quantities of other foods. He will use 
consMerable «quantities of mushes and 
cereals, breadstuffs, milk, eggs, oils and 
sweet stuffs and studiously avoid fruits and 
green vegetables. 

For a time the acale will show increase 
in weight. Before long, however, the elim? 
native organs become clogged. There is a@ 
dull or dopy feeling, considerable digestive 
gas production with its consequent dis- 
agreeableness and, often times, skin erup- 
tions such as boils and pimples. 


The tissue that is built is not wholesome. 


Excessive starches and fats build fat tissue 
rather than muscle. Every ounce of fat tis- 
sue more than the minimum body require- 
menta is toxic and destructive to health. 
It is the wrong kind of tissue to build. 

In the realm of exercise there also exists 
fantastic ideas concerning underweight. 

“Sonny is too active. He ought to be 
kept more quiet to give his body an op- 
portunity to grow big and fat.” 

This is an expression mothers frequently 
use because their child happens to be lean, 
though strong and wiry. 

They seek constantly to improve his ap- 
pearance by suppressing his normal activi- 
ties. 


It is the nature of children to play hard. 
Uniess there is some definite organic dis- 
ease all mothers should encourage hard 


normal. For an adult this would be twenty play. 


pounds or more below the tables. For a 
child—five pounds or more. 

It is then that action ought to be taken 
and a knowledge of the factor responsible 
for underweight be secured. 

Before we proceed any further let me em- 
phasize that uhderweight is not necessarily 
undernourishment. Thousands of our. big- 
gest eaters are as gaunt as a rail. There is 
nothing wrong with their appetites at least. 

Undernutrition is not one of their trou 
bles. We should call it malnutrition rather 
than underhutrition. 

When one genuinely ubderstands dietetic 
problems: it is rare, indeed, that one en- 
counters an undernourished individual. 
Food ig so plentiful, is produced so pfo- 
lifically and is relatively so easy to procure 
that gaunt, thin bodies, because of lack of 


- nourishment, are rare; indeed, to find. 


It is wrong eating, the eating of poor 


foods, and in some cases, even excessive 
eating which is responsible for extreme 
thinness and underweight. | 

In a limited sense, the human machine 
may be contrasted with a furnace. The 
furnace takes in fuel and yields heat. The 
human furnace takes in food as fuel, burns 4d 
it np, and creates heat. 

Besides the heat creating function food 
has still another purpose—namely, to re- 
place the body tissues as fast as they wear 
out. This process of building and destroy- 
ing the bedy we call metalobism. 

Now to go back tfuustration of a 
furnace—what would you do if your furnace 
burned 
ficiently. 


sensible to pour in twice or three times 
the normal qgantity of fuel in order to se- 
cure proper heat. Equally as much one 
ought not to eat two or three times the 
normal capacity to compensate for the 
inability of the body to burn the fuel. 

If anything, the stuffing process, whether 
with the furnace or with the body, will do 
much more injury than ony possible good. 


It is better to have a lean and healthy 
child than a plump unhealthy one. 

Activity favors health. Inactivity favors 
disease. Forced inactivity, it is true, will 
increase weight, but retard elimination. 
This holds true of the adult as well as of 
the child. 

If anything, exercise, under most condi- 
tions, should be increased. Exercise is a 
two fledged proposition. It reduces over- 
weight by burning up the surplus fat. It 
increases the weight of those below normal Hill 
by cleansing the eliminative organs and 
consequently permitting food to form 
healthy tissue. 

Exercise increases muscular size and 
strength while, at the same time, it reduces 
the body surplus fat to the minimum quan- 
tity mecessary for normal function. 

Exercise builds the body symmetrically, 
evenly, proportionately. It increases 
strength and vitality and is of importance 
to women, especially, in so far as it pre- 
serves the bloom of youth and the charm of 
beauty. 

Summing up, therefore, we can make the 
following general statements concerning un- 

derweight: 

(1.) That in most cases it is not due to 
undernutrition. 


(2.) That wrong dieting is a great deal 


more responsible than lack of food. 

(3.) That overeating is not the remedy 
because surplus food becomes toxic and 
poisonous. 

(4.) That the consumption of excessive 
quantities of starches and fats defeats its 
Own purpose. 

(5.) That most starches, especially the 
refined ones, clog the eliminative apparatus 
and sooner or later impair health, _ 

(6.) That it is not wise, as a general 
rule, to increase the quantity of fat. Muscle 
tissue and general growth are very much 
more to be desired. 

(7.). That the function of the elimina 
tive organs will, to a considerable extent. 
determine body weight and size. 

(8.) That inactivity, even 


(9.) That physical exercise, as 
taken, without strain or fatigue, will pro- 
duce a symmetrical, well-formed body. 

Finally, let me add that there is no short 
cut either toward increasing or decreasing 
weight. ‘The only way to accomplish. the 
purposes of forming a symmetrical body is 
by the old-fashioned route of proper diet 
_and exercise, Any other process

“We have now detailed the two steps in

Corsets, Spectacles and Crutches 

F YOU have a healthy pair of legs it 

would be foolish On your part to use 
crutches. If you did, before long the 
muscles of your feet would slowly lose 
their functioning power and waiking might 
become difficult. 

Even a healthy, normal pair of legs could 
become so accustomed to disuse that the 
unessential crutches during health might 
become essential after the feet have lost 
most of their functioning power. 

The same law applies to the use of spec- 
tacles. In very many cases spectacles are 
unnecessary, excepting as a matter of ac 
ommodation. The bad habits of eye strain 
induced by occupational, dietetic and read- 
ing errors, including lack of sleep, are not 
correctible by the wearing of glasses. 

The eyes also become adapted to the 
use of spectacles and again, before long, 
that which wag unnecessary becomes neces- 


sary. 
Applying these two analogies to the use 
of corsets we can deduce our conclusions. 
Corsets or other abdominal apparatus 
used by both men and women are intended 
to hold the abdominal and pelvic_organs in 
position. 
Nature has intended the abdominal mus 
cles for this work—not corsets. Corsets 
are to these muscles’ what crutches age to 
ante feet. Placing them on a young girl 
is a crime that is unforgivable. Placing 
them around an alxiomen whose muscles 
are fairly strong is equally as unpardon- 
able. Corsets do not assist in holding the 


abdominal viscera, for in so far as they |~~ 


substitute for the muscles they are per- 
nicious. 

When the corsets hold the organs in, the 
abdomiral muscles have no work to do, and 
it is an inviolable law of nature that or-

atic use in gradually increased doses. Good, 
as well as bad habits, can be isimed. Well 
directed efforts at regular periods can ac- 
complish wonders: They may bring great 
mentality, physical strength or wealth as 
desired. 

“Endeavor to establish strict regularity 
in sleeping, eating, going¢to stool, exercis- 
ing and all other daily duties and diver- 
sions. 


This is especially important as we

The digestive secretions flow’ bet-_ 
ter and elimination is freer if we eat at the 
same time each day.

From 
the cradle to the grave, we are creatures 
of habit. We may endeavor to correct the 
more easily recognized bad habits because 
society demands the acceptance of a nore 
or less rigid standard of behavior—one 
that passes muster before the board of con- 
ventional censors.

Even 
in taking X-ray pictures, skilled Roentgen- 
ologists find that the maximum exposure 
within safety limits should be from six to

CLOSE study of the nervous reac 
tions of the average individual 
will reveal that, with scarcely an ex- 
ception, each one has a nervous pe- 
culiarity that is distinctly characteristic.

relaxed and calm. 

For some extfemely neurotic individuals 
complete tassitude of the body is so difi- 


cult as to sometimes cfuse the experi- 
_menter to shriek for relief. Their relaxa- 
tion is with effort. They strain their will 


‘power to govern their bodies. 
Their inertia is, in reality, the tenseness 
a forced position. This you can see 
often while observing a class of chil- 
aS under instruction by the teacher or 
b:| the physical director. Posture is ex- 
plyined and illustrated for them. The child 
attempts to emulate his teacher and in so 
doing .forces constraint in what ought to be 
a thoroughly relaxed posture. 

Correct body position is never tensed 
nor done with effort. It is impossible to 
correct a nervous habit until one under- 
stands and is capable of fulfilling the prin- 
ciples of relaxation. 

Do not attempt relaxation with the grim 
bulldog determination that you will do it 
“now or never.” Have patience. Take 
your time. -Rome was not built in a day. 
Nor can nervous habits be destroyed with 
one effort. 

If you are in the habit of biting your 
that the 
nerve paths of this reaction have been 
thoroughly trained for it. 

You have done the same thing probably 
hundreds or thousands of times. Do not 
reasonably expect to overcome t the first 
time you try. 

Sometimes the failures are éiedseienting. 
You will seemingly make little or no prog- 
cess. Consciousness of these nervous faults 
is 50 per cent of the victory. It is not un- 
il you are cognizant ‘of your weaknesses 
that correction is possible. 

If your peculiar nervous reaction is fac 
ial twitching, ask some intimate member of 
your family to call your attention to the 
fault each time it is committed. 

if nail biting happens to be your failing 
place, put a small particle of bitter aloes | 
your finger tips. As soon as the nails touc 
the mouth you will become conscious of 
what you are doing and accordingly stop. 

If your nervius reactions are to crim- 
son up and flush when spoken to, practise 
calm and composure during conversation. 
Look the other person with whom you are 
conversing straight in the eyes. Relax the 
body muscles. Do not reply instantaneous- 


rely but wait a second or two until you feel 


yourself completely at ease. Think before 
you talk. The mere hesitation will often 
suffice to gain composure. 
Tf it is stuttering or stammering that both- 
ers you, correction of speech habits is es- 
sential. Learn how to breathe deeply. For 
practise, take a deep breath instead of the 
usual, light breath. Above all, never speak 
rapidly. Do not hurry. Enunciate clearly. 
Speak distinctly. Do not try long involved 
sentences. Make your sentences short and 
crisp with an interval of a second or two 
bet ween.

Worse Than Starvation 


@6— F YOU would like to know what hap- 


pens when the calcium is removed 
from your food take a hunk of meat, chop 
it up and let it stand in distilled water for 
a few hours. The soluble calcium will be 
leached out of the meat into the water. 
It will take along the soluble potassium 
and magnesium. The meat will lose its 
color and its. flavor. You are now ready 
to cook it. When done you will find it 
tasteless. If fed to dogs, cats or other 
meat-eating animals they will eat a little 
for a few days, gradually eat less, and if 


~** fed on nothing else will actually die more 
quickly than if not fed at all. 


“The reason for this is not difficult to ex- 
plain. Phosphoric and sulphuric acids are 
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being generated in the body constantly 
through the digestion of the phosphorus 
and sulphur-containing proteins found in 
meat, eggs, fish, cheese, beans, peas, etc. 
These acids, when neutralized, become 
harmless at once. When not neutralized 
they attack the body. 

“The animals fed on the decalcified and 


dealkalized meat, in addition to being de- 


prived of substances indispensable to the 
maintenance of health and life, are further 
handicapped by the necessity of throwing 
off the waste products imposed upon them 
through such useless and dangerous food. 
On the other hand, the animal starved out- 
right is not called upon to dissipate its vi- 
tality faster than the laws of starvation de- 
mand. 

“The sifting and bolting of wheat, corn, 
rice, rye dnd oats rob our grain foods, just 
as the soaking robs the meat, depriving 
them not only of calcium, potassium and 
magnesium, but of all the other mineral 
saits, in the absence of which we have no 
defense against disease.”—(By Alfred W. 
McCann, in the New York Mail. 


Posture and Tension 


ERELY a glance at any typical as- 
sembly of people reveals forms and 
figures that are so abnormally distorted 
and misshapen as to make normality rare 
and an exception. Relaxed abdomens, pro- 
truding abdomens, shrunken chests, curved 
spines, shoulders like angel wings ‘and 
necks like ducks—most of these conditions 
could have been forestalled if but a trifle of 
effort or of attention were paid to them. 

The place to start is in our . public 
schools, and it is indeed pleasurable to see 
the conspicuous attention paid to posture, 
tension and relazation by those in author- 
ity. 

The following article, written by Dr. George 
8S. Weger, M. D., of Redlands is a masterly 
exposition of the physiology involved dur- 
ing the formation of bad habits of posture 
and of body carriage: . 

“Accustomed as we are to focus our at- 
tention on the larger and more outstand- 
ing evente in our everyday lives, it is dif- 
ficult to bring ourselves to a realization of 
the importance of apparently trivial con- 
ditions. Taken in the aggregate, it is the 
little things that leave the most profound 


‘impression. An incredulous smile usually 


greets the statement that even such an in- 
significant tfifie as an aching corn may 
lead to serious discomfort throughout the 
body. | 

“Instinctively a sore corn causes the suf- 
ferer to draw the foot away from the side 
of the shoe that causes pressure. This act 
brings into play certain groups of muscles 
of the toe and foot. An on-guard tension 
and contraction develops and if prolonged, 
this tension is communicated to contiguous 
groups of muscles extending up the leg and 
thigh, thence to the pelvic structures and 


trunk until the tension affects the entire 


body. 

“Since muscular contraction is only poss!- 
ble through the directing force of the nerv- 
ous system, the latter also becomes tense 
and fixed, by reason of the uninterrupted 
stimulus. Fatigue pains may develop, 
which in turn cause greater contraction. 
The nervous and muscular systems become 
tired and protest in a definite manner. 
General function becomes impaired through 
nerve exhaustion—enervation. Venous 
sis results in different parts of the body 
and if this occurs in the internal - viscera, 
symptoms develop that may be very con- 
fusing. 

“This stasis of the aqrculation, which 
amounts to actual congestion, may result 
in any form of functional derangement, 


ranging from interference with digestion to © 


impairment of gland action and faulty 
elimination of waste material through the 
skin, lungs, kidneys and bowels. In this 
way, postural tension may and frequently 
does lead from functional impairment to 
actual organic change. The bony struc- 
tures may be thrown out of alignment and 
the possibility of serious consequences is 
more real than apparent. 

“It should be more generally known that 
practically all pathology has its origin in 
what is termed stasis—meaning standing 
still, As soon as circulation is impaired, 
function is interfered with. Practically ev- 
ery organic change in the structure of all 
tissues begins with stasis. The venous and 
capillary circulation is always primarily 
impeded. 

“This is a simple and useful picture to

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The equipment for our expedition had 
been made into two packs, each weighing 
sixty pounds. We struck-iniand across the 
marshiand and bog that composed the bor- 
der of the moraine. 

We had heard and read too much of the 
virtual impenetrability of the mountain re- 
gions of Tierra del Fuego and in our short 
inland excursions had experienced enough 
of the difficulties of traveling there not to 
have realized that in attempting to cross 
the virgin wilderness of Brecknock Penin- 
sula our endurance might be taxed to 
its very limit. 


We began the ascent of a succession of 
steep hills, whose tangled slopes, the gu- 
anao paths having eluded us, offered the 
most trying obstacles to progress. We 
struggled through thickets of dwarfed trees 
choked with thorny underbrush and fallen 
trunks, across a small stream, and up sheer 
banks and hillsides. And every hill we 
climbed, while it appeared to be the last, 
proved but the threshold of another. . 


At 1300 feet we reached the top. Where 
we stood the mountains crowded close and 
pinched the valley, and the overflowing ice- 
cap of the northern range hung as if sus- 
pended over us, immense and terrifying. 


A Wretched Night 


S WE advanced again the difficulties in- 

creased. We reached a forest where 
a stream flowed in many channels over a 
broad gravel bed; there on the river bank 
in the darkness of twilight and the falling 
rain we made our camp. I was too tired 
to sleep; the ground was hard and the cold 
dampness seemed to penetrate the blankets. 
It was a welcome dawn that came at last. 


At 7 we were on our way. From the very 
beginning we found hard going. The way 
was steep and obstructed with tangled un- 
derbrush. Occasional tributary streams to 
the main river crosed our path; and at last 
the main river impeded our way. Rather 
than follow it to where against the north- 
ern range it flowed through a deep gorge, 


‘we undertook to cross it. The river here 


was deep and swift and for an hour we 
were occupied in bridging it with a long 
tree trunk. — 


We walked until nightfall; 7 in the morn- 
ing saw us again upon our way; and this 
day from the outset we encountered such 
continuous hard going that the rare smooth 
stretches stand in my memory as. garden 
spots. After some hours of clambering 
along the steep slope of the mountain side, 
where fallen trees and thickets everywhere 
obstructed us, we came upon a plain of firm 
and unobstructed ground. 


But this was of short extent and on the 
course that we had laid straight down the 
eenter of the valley we soon encountered 
marshy soil that it was misery to travel 
over. Yet to the eye it was ever so allur- 
ing; and, in the belief that it must change 
for better, we held on. The marshland be- 
came bog, and that deceptive bog was 
velvet smooth with moss and not a mound 
or bush was there to mar its far extent. Its 
beauty was more eloquent than past expert- 
ence, and we struck out into it. 


The first quarter of a mile was soft and 


we sank above our shoe tops, and the cold 
water oozed around our toes; the second 
quarter of a mile was softer, so that we 
sank halfway to our knees and had to tread 
nimbly at that; the third quarter—we still 
held on like fools, hoping for firmer soil— 
found us wallowing. We were tired. We 
removed our packs and rested on them. 
And then, almost in a panic at this treach- 
erous thing that threatened to engulf us, 
we turned and .*truggled back to safety. 

There was nothing to do but seek the 
firm soil of the mountain side again. But 
unfortunately our path had followed a sort 
of peninsula of the prairie, and to reach the 
nearer northern mountains we had either 
to retrace our steps for several miles or 
cross a marsh that intervened between the 
prairie meadow and the mountain side. We 
chose the marsh. When one gets thorough- 
ly wet he doesn’t care. 


Like Robinson Crusoe 


E LEAPED upon the huge tussocks 
_ that stood like beehives out of the wa- 
ter. Sometimes we landed fairly upon them 
and kept our balance, sometimes we slipped 
off again and plunged into the water; and 
at last, there remaining little about us to be 
kept dry, we waded through regardless of 
‘the wet. Reaching the mountain side at 
last, we threw our packs aside, built a great 
fire, removed our soaking clothes, and hung 
them up to dry, stretched ourselves out in 
the fire’s warmth, and rested. | 
The mate’s foot was giving him great 
pain, It appeared to be the arch that had 
been strained.’ I whittled a splint for it

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and bound tt up with sticking plaster: this 
afforded temporary relict.

But that day held surprises for us. 
must be remembered that we journeyed 
through an unknown region toward the re- 
mote destination of Ushuaia, which, so far 
as we knew, was the most westerly inhabit- 
ed spot on the south shore of Tierra del 

ego. Of the rate of our progress we had 
no means of judging. We had walked ap- 
proximately twelve hours a day, but our 
route was tortuous and beset with obsta- 
cles that impeded and delayed us. 

We came to a rushing torrent whose 
channel was heaped with refuse of the for- 
est. We built a bridge and crossed it and 
were about to enter the forest on the other 
side when suddenly—like Crusoe discover- 
ing the savage’s footprints in the sand—we 
saw on the smooth brown forest turf the 
prints of horses’ feet. We stared at them 
in bewildered joy; yet hardly had a surmise 
of their significance entered our heads 
when we were startled by a trampling of 
horses. 


There were four of them. How and 
whence they came concerned us later; our 
first thought was to capture one or more of 
them. But though we practiced every lure 
with salt and meal and stealthily crept near 
them with the lasso, they were entirely mis- 
trustful, and soon galloped away into the 
forest. 


But there remained with us the knowl- 
edge that we had reached the frontier of 
a settlement, and the elation of having 
somehow neared our journey’s end. Yet 
we had many weary miles to go and the 
“discouragement to face that day of being 
separated by deep streams and impassable 
bog from the dry hillside where we came to 
know our destination lay. 


With dawn of the fourth day we leapt to 
action. Gone was the whole weariness of 
the night before. ‘There, less than a mile 
away—for the valley narrowed at this run- 
around point—were the pasture hilisides 
that we meant to reach; and the mere 
streams and bog that had deterred us now 
were nothing. We felled a tree that almost 
reached across the stream, and with dead 
limbs we bridged the rest of it. 


Braving the River 


CROSSED dry-shod, and, recking 
nothing, plunged into the bog. We 
followed different tracks and it became a 
joke between us who should sink the deep- 
er. We -wallowed, sinking deep at times 
and struggling out again. One moment I 
went in above my thighs; I threw my pack 
off and crawled out upon it. And we got 
across. 

Now the river confronted us. It was 
wide and deep. There was no’ way to bridge 
it—and we didn’t care. We were too wet-— 
and eager. Choosing the broadest spot to 
cross it we strode in. It rose to our knees, 
to our thighs, to our waists—a little higher 
and the swift current would have swept us 
off our feet; and then it dropped. Thighs, 
knees appeared again; ankle deep we raced 
out through the gravelly shoals and gained 
dry land. ; 


In little. sheltered pasture clearing §- - 


where the bars of a man-made fence were 
in the view to gladden us, we lit a fire, 
doffed our clothes, and hung them up to 

There being no habitation in sight, it 
was our plan to continue down the valley 


in the knowledge that eventually it must — 


lead us to the sea. We resumed our packs 
and were striding merrily along, our eyes 
following the curving river's course, when 
suddenly emerged a moving form, a horse- 
man galloping on the river bank. 

At my sudden shout he stopped and 
looked about as if amazed; and then he 
saw us on the pasture hillside. .He turned 
his horse and rode a devious way to meet 
us. At last he peared and with astonish- 
ment upon his rode up and greeted us. 
And when we told him whence we had 
come, there came into his face a wonder as 
if we had been angels dropped from 
heaven. 

We were, he told us, at an outlying 
camp of the Estancia Austral of Yendegaia 
Bay, on Beagle Channel, and but a little 
distance from the head of Lapataia Bay. He 
told us that we were certainly the first ever 
to have crossed there from the north. The 
realization that we were discoverers filled 
us with immense elation. 

He was a good-hearted, generous fellow, 
this Chileno shepherd, by name Francisco; 
he prevailed upon us to ride with him to 
the estancia, and the following morning 
was set for the trip. He appeared to con- 
template a kind of showman's pride jn thus 
displaying ua. 

So at about 10 in the morning we set out. 
We rode for hours 


over a good track

I don’t know what this fellow thought of 
us; whether he took us to be escaped 
victs from Ushuaia, free-lancing despera- 
does or mere vagabonds, A cynical smile 
played about his lips while we recounted 
the manner of our coming; and before we 
had concluded®he shrugged his shoulders 
and walked off. | 


There was nothing to do but approach 
him again. We told him that we had come 
there at the request of his shepherd, who 
believed that our --formation would be of 
interest to him, and tha. we were now upon 
our way to Ushuaia. At that he laughed. 


“Why, you can’t walk there!” he said. 
“It's eight hours by horseback;- and, be. 
sides, you can’t cross the river on foot.” 


At our suggestion that he lend us. horses 
he shrugged his shoulders, said there were 
but three horses on the farm and that any- 
how he had nothing to do with it. “Ask 
the patron,” he said. 


Don Antonio, the young patron, to whom 
the elder had’ referred us, was a mild young 
fellow with a flabby hand, but so pathetical- 
ly under the dominance of the old devil that 
he couldn’t call his soul his own. He only 
repeated what the other had said about the 
horses—adding, however, that we might go 
to the house and get some bread. 

Everyone affirmed that the river at La- 
pataia was not to be crossed on foot and, 
as it turned out, on horseback we were t# 
go. It may be that our hosts were im- 
pressed by the mate’s eloquence in praise 
of me; they wavered and then changed 
their minds. 

“The senor is,” I heard the mate telling 
them, as I sat by in feigned indifference, 
“a very great man, and much in the confi- 
dence of the President of the United States, 
of whom he is a close relation. He is also 
an intimate friend of the President of 
Chile.” 

And so he prated on\ until at last the pa- 
trones, after drawing apart for consrfta- 
tion, announced that we were to be taken 
on horseback across the river, and then

If the 
thought of melting’ 
was not , uppermost, 
it is to their credit 
that they were hon- 
est enough to place 
presumably full value 
upon them. 

Indian tradition per- 
sists in asserting that 
part of the belle were buried in the 
church -itself, although the time is not spec- 
ified, nor is there record of those -who un- 
slung and secretly lowered the bells. Even 
if it were true, they are no longer there, al- 
though hollow reverberation, similar to 
those heard by boatmen rowing where bells 
once were hidden in a Welsh lake, testify 
to the exact spot—to the credulous. 

The original chime, 
John T. Doyle, (Scribner's, 1891) remained 
in the tower as late as 1862. The bells, he 
remarks, were inscribed with the maker's 
name, and Boston, 1820; but Don Juan For- 
ster, who since 1828, had lived near the 
mission, asserted in a newspaper interview 
that there were eight bells, plainly marked 
South Boston, and dated 1799. ‘. 


Many New England Bells 

TWIST the strands of these statements 

into a rope that will hold them securely 
has taken not only time but, with one ex- 
ception, more research than any other of the 
mission bells. This led not only to.unex- 
pected foundries; but, with other New En- 
giand bells found further along El Camino 
Real they disclosed so interesting 


a 
‘panological intercourse between the 
,and the hide droghers during the first 


‘ter of the Ninetednth century that their his- 
tory must be given separately. a 
‘Just when two, at least, of these San Luis 
Rey bells were taken to comparatively 
‘near-by ranches is not known; but in the 
first year of the present century they were 
returned to Father Joseph O'Keefe, who is 
responsible for the big recast now in the 
tower. 
Before this, in fact, some ten years be- 
fore, one bell fell from the sadly dilapidat- 
ed tower, lawfully, unlawfully, or by break- 
ing supports, no one pow knows. For years 
it lay as it fell, as the following letter from 


Rafael Tico, who once lived at the mis-.. 


sion, clearly shows: 
“Oceanside, California. 
Baas May 19, 1921. 

“With gladness I will tell you all I know 
of the recasted bell of San Luis Rey Mie 
sion. 

“I came to live at the mission six years 
after it was recasted. But Senor Andreas 
Guerrero, a novice of the Franciscan Or- 
Mexico. 

“Saying: ‘Mayito, it was the largest of 
the bells that were left, as it were crack. 
In 1890 the Franciscans of Mexico came ov-

er to restore this old mission, and use it. 


as a mbdnastery. So Padre Miguel- Romo, 
the President of the Community, said we 
must raise thig bell off of the ground to see 
if it rings, for a bell was greatly needed. 
So he commanded L. T. Meza (also a nov- 
ice of the Franciscan Order) te try it out.

Thus we account for three of San Luis 
Rey’s bells. Others may have been known 


and requisitioned by the good father who 


sincerely, if mistakenly, thought recast- 
ing the best way to preserve them. But 
the approximate weight of the recast could 


'hardly be more than that of the big bell 
'on “trussies,” and the two smaller ones. 


. We may be thankful that they are in 
bell form. If they had been sold for metal 


| or cast into some other mold the loss would

short time it was returned new. A tem- 
porary wooden tower was erected for it, 
and the bell was again in uée.’ This is the 
end of Senor Guerrero’s story. 

“One day in 1901 I was 7 years of 
age, and my mother told me, ‘| must take 
you to visit the San Luis Rey Mission, 
where you were baptized when you were a 
few weeks old.’ She told me of how the 
Mexicans had rebuilt the mission that their 
own order had once built and time d 
stroyed. 


“So at last the day came, it was on Baw 
‘ter Sunday of 1901. The fields were green, 


all the world seemed happy to me. The 
‘song of the larks was clear and charming 
as they flew in the meadow among the wild 
flowers and little lagunas here and there. 
When, lo, as our horses clip-clap, clip-clap, 
and their hoofs struck the valley road and 
the mission came into view, I heard a bell. 
It was the bell I have spoke to you about, 


have been almost as great as the tragedy 
when, as is well known, ignorant peasants 
once ground to gravel long-buried statues 
of the greatest era of Greek art.

No! Despite greed, confusion, consptre- 
cies, depredations, revolutions, and sore 
mnegiect, no manufacturer of cannon ever 
watched the lettered name of God on the 
Old bells of either San Luis Rey or any 
other Franciscan Missions of Qalifornia 
melt and disappear in “the furnaces of 
heli!” 
The history of bells recast, In whatever 
country, varies only in local conditions. 
Quite likely thé three bells in the recast 
of San Luis Rey were broken up by their 
own tongues, as was England's 
famous Old Tom, of Lincoln. Doubtless 
Father O’Keefe happily paraphrased the 
words set down in 1611 when Old Tom 
Was cast: “It wag ronge owte and all safe 
and well.” But the California zealot did 
not have a recast too heavy for the tower, 
as did the English sub-dean, consequently 
he did not have to “chain and rivit it down, 
so that instead of the full mouthful it has 
been used to send forth he is enjoined in 
future merely to wag his tongue.” — 


The smaller bell of San Luis Rey is a 
genuine mission bell,—the fourth, begin- 
ning with San Diego's three, that I had 
found. The date was plain, 1808; San An- 
tonio its name. Ave Maria its invocation.

ONE of these questions could San An- 

tonio answer—it could not talk. But. 
because its possible 100 pounds is so poorly 
cast, one surmises that {ft may have been 
made by some Mexican from Altar, cr San 
Blas, who, like his ilk in Sixteenth century 
Durope, called himself a bell founder and 
secured an order when and where he could, 
and cast the bell from such metal as he 
was easiest able to acquire. Judging from 
Antonio’s sound as well as its form, there 
Wag no experienced proportion of metal; 


noras and senoritas thought it worth their 
prayers—or trinkets. 

This bell’s lack of polish ig pathetic. 
None of the Mexican bells show the 
smoothness and luster one finds in Rus- 
sian and other bells made by experts, and 
San Antonio’s scrawny, cheap appearance 
has the effect of a mountain side rubbed 
by a glacier. In no other missions or 
asistentia have I found so crudé a bell. — 

San Antonio is also cracked. So are 
many bells of the Padres’ Path. But the 
cracks are not caused by the “death of the 
metal” as some observers claim. Metal . 
retains life so long as nothing detrimental 
attacks it. Mission bells are not subject, 
either, to a parting strain, induced by heat — 
or by cold of greater climatic extremes. 

But San Antonio is not without ite good 
Because its cross 
is a replica of that of San Juan Nepomu- 
ceno in San Diego, one questions if it were 
not cast by the same man, even if the 
bells have different tops. Ave Mafia is as 
tender an invocation on this bell as on oth- 
ers .whose lettering is not so unformed, 
and the three-eyeletted canon holds ft as 
faithfully as if it were the most beautiful 
bell in the world. :

| for the Women’s Saturday Club 
(founded 1882,) and the subject that had 
been assigned to her was “Spiritual Life 
and the New Generation.” Her work upon 
it moved slowly because the flow of her 
philosophical thinking met constant inter- 
ference, due to an anxiety of her own con- 
nection with the New Generation, though 
emphatically not (in her opinion) with its 
Spiritual Life. Anxiety always makes 
philosophy difficult, but she sat resolutely 
at her desk whenever her apprehensions 
and her general household duties  per- 
mitted; and she was thus engaged upon a 
springtime morning a week before her

HOSE who have not visited Brand 
Park, in front of the old San Fernando

Of modern structure there is much, all 
harmonizing in architecture with the an- 
cient mission flanking one side of the park. 
A commodious comfort station with a wait- 
ing room large enough for a small audi- 
ence is really more than one would expect 
to find in a rural park of restricted area. 
The park is nearly inclosed by solid adobe 
walls and pergolas, laid out in a strictly 
formal manner, and is traversed with clean 
decomposed granite walks. 

But to the student of things Californian 
the planting itself is really alluring, being 
nearly all of native vegetation properly and 
permanently labeled wtih both popular 
and botanical names. Aside from these, 
are old-fashioned plants in use at the time 
the old mission was in its glory.

year 1925. 

Each of the three su who have 
had charge of this important work has an 
extensive district comprising many ~ coun- 
ties. J. B. Vaile, whose headquarters are 
in the new Chamber of Commerce Building 
in Los Angeles, is supervisor for the Third 
District of California, comprising ten coun- 
ties, Kern, San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, 
Ventura, Los Ahgeles, San Bernardino, Riv- 
erside, Orange, San Diego and Imperial. 
Each county was divided into many enume- 
ration districts to expedite the completion 
of the work in the time allotted. 

Mr. Vaile, who is associated with the 
agricultural department of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, is also a citrus

The census, which is now practically 
completed, has been taken simultaneously 
in every State of the Union under an appro- 
priation made every five years by Con- 
gress for this purpose. Beginning on 
December 1, 1924, and continuing for 
approximately six weeks, every portion of 
California's fifty-eight counties containing- 
a farm of three acres or more, was visited 
and carefully enumerated, the 
up” of areas missed in the first rush for 
information having required some addition- 
al time. Each farm schedule or record con- 
tains 158 separate inquiries pertaining to 
the subject in hand. 

An average of 4000 schedules a week from 
Southern California counties has been. 
reaching the Los Angeles headquarters, 
where they are examined afd checked up. 
A total of 45,000 separate schedules is 
expected by Mr. Vaile as the Southiand’s 
contribution to the census.

When the figures are all in, they are 
carefully compiled from the schedules on 
special tabulating machines operated by 
employees of-the Census Bureau at Wash- 
ington.

ORGANIZING THE WORK 


Prior to beginning the census taking, the 
organization of a local force of special 
agents and of a competent office force for 
administrative purposes was necessary. 
The great volume of schedules handled by 
the office force each week is received from 
the fleld agents by registered mail, as the 
information contained in them is held as 
strictly confidential by the government, and 
a heavy penalty is provided for a breach 
of this injunction by any employee. The 
schedules are forwarded to the Census Bu- 
reau at Washington as soon as the returns

When and How to Rebuild Citrus Trees

Farm Adviser, 


ALIFORNIA has again 

with a freeze, resulting in injury to 

citrus trees and fruit in some citrus 
districts. The problem of how to treat in- 
jured trees is now facing the growers, and 
they are asking cdeatiueer it is practical to. 
rebuild injured trees and what methods 
should be used. Fortunately, more is 
known today on the subject than at the 
time of previous freezes. 


Thousands of young citrus trees were so 
badly injured by the low temperatures of 
January, 1922, as to necessitate either re 
moval or rebuilding. The immediate scarc- 
ity of nursery stock resulting from the 
freeze and the inability on the pert of grow- 
ers to secure new érees for two years or 
more caused many. to consider re 


the injured ones. 

In order to be in a position to furnish 
growers with the bést information avail- 
able on the subject, immediately following 


the freeze of that year the Agricultural Ex- 


tension Service undertook a survey of all | 


the orchards which could be located which 
were known to have been rebuilt following 
previgug freezes. In this survey many 
profitable orchards were found which were 
known to have been seriously injured by 
low temperatures during their first three 
or four years. It was felt, however, that on 
account of the wide divergence of opinion 
existing among growers on the subject, fur- 
ther information was needed. Consequently 
a series of test plots on Which different 
methods of rebuilding frost-injured young 
trees could be tried was laid out.

been visited*that a much greater degree of success had 


been obtained following freezes in the in- 
terior sections than in the coastal districts 
with both oranges and lemons. The causes 
for these differences have not as yet been 
satisfactorily explained, although it is be- 
lieved they are due to climatic conditions. 


In the coastal sections the young trees 
ara probably more susceptible to fungi 
causing wood decay than in the interior dis- 
tricts. In the coastal scetions, too, the pre- 
vailing practice of sealing up all frost 
cracks and wounds by means of wound dress- 
ings without permitting them to thoroughly 
dry out is believed to have favored the 
activity of injurious parasitic and saprophyt- 
ic organisms. In the interior valley sec- 
tions a sufficiently large number of cases 
were located where both orange and lemon 
trees had been successfully rebuilt to war- 
rant the genefal conclusion, thatthe re- 
building of frost-injured young citrus trees 
in the interior valley districts is a thorough- 
ly practicable operation, provided reason- 
able care ig taken in the work. It is also 
felt that the same is true with reference 
to the coastal district, provided extra pre- 
cautions are taken in disinfecting and treat- 
ing the wounds. 


The question of whether it pays better to 
rebuild young trees than to replace them 
obviously is closely related to the question 
of availability of nursery trees and their 
cost. Where the injury has been severe it 
is generally agreed that if nursery trees 
are available at a reasonable price the 
ter practice is not to attempt to rebuild 
young trees, particularly if they are 
more than one or two years of age.

PLAN OF OPERATION | 
“Some interesting facts have been devel- 
oped in taking this farm census,” said Mr. 
Vaile recently discussing the works of his 
office. The work has demonstrated, conclus- 
ively, the need of a more frequent taking 


that are greatly aided by up-to-date 5 
tics of the kind secured in the census. 
“For many years the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus has been taking an agricultural census 
along with the general population census, 
taken every ten years. It has been found 
that the ten-year period interval in the 
compilation of agricultural data is too long, 
and that such data become too antiquated 
before the end of the decade, especially in 
West, where agricultural conditions 
change rapidly. In order to meet this situa- 
tion, the Bureau of the Census inaugurated 
the plan of taking an agricultural census 
every five years, starting in 1925. 
“Inasmuch as, at this time, only the agri- 
cultural schedule is being taken, it was nec- 
essary to arrange a somewhat different 
type of ofganization than has been used be- 
fore in taking agricultural data in connec- 
tion with the general population census. 
“Wach State has been divided into one or 
more Supervisorial districts, and the Super- 
visors of each district have been requested 
to appoint as enumerators, as far as possi- 
ble, farmers or those well acquainted with 
agricultural cohditions and operations in 
their particular districts. This is with the 
idea of obtaining more accurate and satis- 
factor} information in regard to the agri- 
cultural conditions existing. 
“California Supervisorial districts were 
made as nearly equal in area as possible, 
the headquarters of the three being at Sac- 
ramento, Fresno and Los Angeles, respect- 
ively. Each of these areas wag divided into 
about 140 enumeration districts, and one or 
more enumerators Were appointed for each. 
Each enumerator, after being provided with 
the necessary credentials, and supplies, was 
required to obtain certain data in regard to 
each individual farm within his district. 
In nearly all instances, this required an ac 
tual visit to the farm. A separate schedule . 
was made out for each piece of agricultural 
property operated as a unit.

PROBLEMS ENCOUNTERED 


“The taking of the agricultural census in 
California presented many special problems 
that are difficult for the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus to handle on the schedule designed to 
cover the whole of the United States. Call- 
fornia raises many crops that are not raised 
elsewhere in thig country. We also have 
the possibility of double cropping of the 
same land annually, something not encoun- 
tered in most other parts of the country, 
which complicates the proper enumeration 
of the production of any given year.” 

“Another feature which complicates the 
taking of the census here is the very large 
percentage of nonresident ownership, 
found especially in the Southern part of 
the State. Many of our best and most pros-

own particular lines. Of the eight men 
employed in responsible capacities, there 
is one who has charge of the feeding of the 
hens. Another man handles the young 
stock. One man directs the work of incu- 
bating and brooding. Another sorts the 
hatching eggs in the cellar. The irrigating, 
a most important feature is in charge of 
another. There is a man that goes 

every day and looks for gophers. Other 
details expert supervis- 
on. 

Bordering on beth sides of East Broad- 
way, the Richardson Eggs Farm presents a 
wonderful picture with its extensive ranges 
and thousands of White Leghorns. Mr. 
Richardson says that the natural condi- 
tions provided accounts in a large degree 
for the health of his flocks and is a big fac- 
tor in egg production. The con- 
stant supply of green feed, amounting to 
one-half a ton a day and consisting of bar- 
ley, alfalfa, Sudan grass, rape and cactus 
of the spineless variety, he says, is a very 
big factor in the welfare of the flock. One 
visiting the place, too, will be interested in 
the specially designed laying houses, with 
conveniently arranged nests and project- 
ing shelters, features introduced by Mr. 
Richardson from a careful study of the 
needs of the industry. Instead of the usual 
method of feeding, grain is drilled into the 
|chicken runs daily to give the fowls the 
proper amount of exercise in scratching. 

Another special feature of this plant is 
the egg cellar, in which there is absolute 
control of temperature. It is said that this 
cellar has the largest capacity of any of 
its class in California. The well appointed 
incubating rooms are located in sub cellars. 
The brooders, which are strictly up to date, 
chicks at one time. 
The entire place is irrigated by means o 
sprinklers and a high pressure system. A 
huge tank supplies the drips for the entire 
system at gravity pressure. 

A rubber-tired cart with three wheels, 
similar to a velocipede, and having a car- 
rying capacity of 3000 eggs, is used in col- 
lecting the eggs. A ridge pole canvas shel- 
ter covers the egg pails after they are 
placed in the cart. 

The compactness and convenient labor- 
saving features of the marketing and dis- 
tributing portions of the plant are especially 
notable. Twenty-five colony houses and as 


many small yards are devoted to the rais- 
ing of the broilers to the market age. 
Broilers, however, are regarded as a by- 


product of the industry. The production 
of eggs, and particularly high-grade 
hatching eggs, is the predominating 
feature of the establishment.

A complete lighting system covers the en- 
tire plant, and lights with powerful reflec- 
tors are placed on tall steel poles at. strat- 
egic places to protect against theft. Several 
alert police dogs guard the premises day 
and night and are an effective means .of 
keeping off prowlers. There is also a sys- 
tem of burglar alarms installed through- 
out the yards and the men live in different

All of 
this acreage, with the exception of 500 acres 
out on Ventura Boulevard, is within the San 
Fernando district and is classified as fol- 
lows: Acres now bearing—oranges, 5442; 
lemons, 3599; grapefruit, 215; Acres not yet 
bearing—oranges, 2205; lemons, 1520; 
grapefruit, 64. Total, 5047 bearing acres, 
and 3784 acres nonbearing. 

The average yearly financial yield from 
the 5047 bearing acres, according to the 
best information that could be obtained, is 
$2,225,000. This is at the rate of $410 per

Endive is a good salad crop, much prized 
by the French.

SOME ODORIFEROUS ONES 


Although we have many excellent varie- 
ties of onions for the Southland home gar- 
den, including the justly famous Riverside 
Sweet Spanish, there is another sort that 
local gardeners ought to know better. It 
is the Italian Red Bottle onion, a favorite 
of Italian gardeners around San Francisco. 
Last summer, the writer noticed the pro- 
portion of this variety as against others 
on the San Francisco market and was sur- 
prised at its popularity until he had a 
chance to sample one. The secret lies in 
its flavor; it is very mild, non-pungent, and 
often weighs as high as four pounds. 

Plant the seed of.this onion on double 


bunch. This will blanch the inside leaves 
and make them more edible and of better 
flavor. Perhaps the most important point 
to remember in caring for the growing 
plants is to give them an ample supply of 
water at regular intervals, for they require 
a moist soil. Quickly available fertilizers 
are recommended for endive, as_ tender, 
succulent growth is the ojective. 


Orient. This is explained by the fact that 
it matures quickly and the need in colder 
climates is for a short season crop. 


For both salad making and boiling, Chi- 
nese cabbage has a flavor not found in any 
other vegetable. Some persons: like the 
heavy white stems or midribs of the leaves, 
eating them raw like celery; other select 
only the tenderest portion of the heart for 
a salad ingredient. It is also prized for | 
cold slaw, and when boiled, it will win the 
heart, through the stomach, of the staunch- 
est friend of common cabbage. The writer 
has found, bowever, that this vegetable is 
often over-cooked, and believes that its 
best flavor is secured only when it is pre 
pared right. 

Chinese cabbage can be planted any 
month of the year, but it will do best in 
early spring and in the Fall, for it ig really 
a cool season crop. The seed germinate 
readily and it is considered one of the eas- 
jest vegetables to grow. The culture of 
the crop is much like that for lettuce; a 
fairly heavy soil that is well drained is best 
suited for its needs. 

When planted én double rows, Chinese 
cabbage seed should be drilled on ridges 
about fifteen inches across and high enough 
to insure good drainage. Three feet apart

rows for the best results, but do not make 
the ridges too high. They can be spaced 
thirty inches apart and the drills made ten 
inches apart on the ridges. Another way 
to get onions started is to scatter some seed 
in a well-prepared seed bed, in the open, 
and when the plants are about six inches 
high, transplant them onto ridges, about 
= inches apart in rows. This practice 
will conserve garden space. Regular irfri- 
gation and thorough cultivation, together 
with an application of a complete fertilizer 
of animal manure between the rows at least 
once, will bring the crop to maturity in 
good shape. : 

Garlic has a place all its own in cooking, 
but few know how to use it properly. It is

A few bulbs of 
garlic will be sufficient for the average 
family all duritg the year, so it can be 
planted in some sunny out-of-the-way cor- 
ner.

This house, says P. E. Fuller, manager 
of the colony development can be built for 
$450 if one can do the work himself. It has 
six compartments, but could be built with 
less and enlarged as the flock increases.

In the construction the main 
idea hag been. to eliminate drudgery. 

Bach of the six compartments is 20 by 20 
feet. The first one may be used for a feed 
house and garage, and may not be built with 
a concrete floor. A floor of sand is used in 
the chicken houses. This eliminates a lot 
of work as well as expense, for the chick- 
ens are thereby supplied with all the grit 
that is necessary for their well-being.

A survey of alfalfa seed production for 
California in 1924 indicates about 50,000 
bushels, equivalent to 1500 tons of seed pro- 
duced from 12,000 aeres: harvested, accord- 
ing to the California Crop Reporting Service. 
This production is a little less than during 
a normal year, but greater than that of 1923, 
both as to acreage harvested and yield per 
acre, reports show. In 1923, 37,000 bushels 
were produced from 11,000 acros. 

Production of alfalfa seed in California is 
in some areas a regular cropping practice, 
while in others it is rather a catch crep and 
not followed each year. Alfalfa grown un- 
der semi-droughty conditions -ften sets 
gg seed than where the moisture supply 

is gbundant. ord this reason, the service 
points out, it might have been expected thst 
during the past year more than the usual 
amount of alfalfa seed would have been pro- 
duced in California. This belief is borne 
out from the standpoint of production per 
acre, as the estimated yield of 4.2 bushels was 
about 123 per cent of a normal yield per 
acre. However, the shortage of pasture 
feeds induced farmers to cut as much hay 
as possible. The area harvested last year 
is estimated to be 12,000 acres, which is 110 
per cent of the 1923 harvested acreage, but 
only 80 per cent of the acreage normally 
harvested in the State. 


It is reasonable, however, the service 
says, to expeet that the normal acreage in 
seed producing localities may, decline as 
other special field crops are found to be 
profitable and as dairying expands in alfal- 
fa districts. Also, the acreage of alfalfa 
seed harvested from year to year is ex- 
tremely variable due to the fact that the pol- 
lination of the alfalfa flower is so acutely 
influenced by climatic and moisture con- 
ditions. The grower always has the safe 
option of making a hay crop if the early 
aaa set does not indicate a profitable seed 

eld. 

In the northern mountain valleys of the 
State where hardy Chilean (common) al- 
falfa seed is grown extensively there was 
probably more than three times as much 
seed produced as in 1923. This due mainly 
to the excessive grasshopper damage experi- 
enced in 1923, a damage which was much 
less severe this season. Yields were also 
good in the southern counties, where a part 
of the seed produced is of Hairy Peruvian 
variety, the service report says. 


The production of alfalfa seed for import- 
ant producing States and the entire United 
States is estimated py the United States 
Crop Reporting Board in bushels as follows: 
South Dakota, 4000; Nebraska, 22,000; Kan- 
sas, 31,000; Oklahoma, 8000; Colorado,, 23,- 
000; Idaho, 15,000; Montana. 6000; Wyoam- 
ing, 12,000; Utah, 70,000: New Mexico, 8000; 

50,000: California, 50,000 and the 
entire United States, 299,000. 

The total production for the United States 
is fully one-third greater than that of 1923 
due chiefly to increased acreage harvested. 
It is believed that there is much less seed 
damaged by frost than in 1923, taking the 
country over.

with nothing less. 

Mr. Hayes came with a proposition that 
his committee should recommend that ar- 
rangements be made for Hemet and Ven- 
tura growers to organize local units of the 
State organization. Such units, he pro 
posed, would be privileged to determine 
whether their dried apricots should be sold 
at any prices which the association might 

They were offered the veto power on 
ne sale of dried fruit, which could not be 
sold without local approval. They were 
also offered the privilege of entire with- 
drawal at the end of one year if this ar- 
rangement should not prove satisfactory. 
The proposal was received with noticeable 
coolness. 

erside county growers became dissatisfied 
with prices accepted by the association for 
a portion of the 1924 crop. Various mem- 
bers were antagonized by this action on the 
part of the association and refused to de 
liver their crop to the local warehouse, 
feeling that they should have received 
much better prices for their fruit. The re 
cent upward trend of prices in the dried 
fruit market, they ‘contend, has borne ouf 
their conclusion in the matter. The asso 
ciation brought suit to enforce fulfillment 
of sixteen growers’ contracts.. The case is 
still pending in Superior Court. The River- 
side judge, however, denied the association 
an injunction to prevent the local growers 
from selling their fruit, which amounted to 
400 tons. The fruit has been almost all 
disposed of at satisfactory prices, and it is 
said that some of it is bringing almost twice 
tue price at which the association sold the 
portion of the same crop earlier in the sea- 
son. 

Mr,> Hayes stated that.he felt that the 
whole matter is simply a question of arriv- 
ing at the wisest solution of the difficul- 
ties and that the association is making an 
earnest effort to hold together and thus 
protect the entire apricot industry of the 
State. He feels, he says, that the present 
embarrassing situation resulted from pe 
culiar marketing conditions in 1924. 

Charlie Hamilton, formerly a director in 
the association, but who holds no office at 
this time, was recently appointed to attend 
the meeting of the directors of the associa- 
tion at San Jose on February 11. He was 
instructed to ask the association to release 
the vallew growers from membership. An- 
other meeting has been called at the lodal 
high school auditorium for the evening of 
February, 16, when the growers will hear 
Mr. Hamilton's report. 


Grain Drill Adjustment 
is Simple, Claim

“Good equipment makes a good farmer 
better.” Calibrating a grain drill makes 
it better. The modern gee drill ‘is coming 
more and more into use as a device for 
seeding small grains, such as oats, barley 
and wheat. Fields that have seed uniformly 
distributed and used in approximately cor- 
rect quantity generally yield more, other 
factors being equal. 

The amount of seed per acre can be very 
closely regulated provided the feed setting 
calibration. is correct for the -particular 
grain sown. The tables furnished with the 
machine cannot always be relied upon due 
to variety, size and condition of the grain. 

The treating of wheat with copper car- 
bonate dust reduces’ the seeding rate of 
some drilis. This at present can only be 
determined by actual tests, first by calibrat- 
ing with the un ed and, with 
the treated seed. rill calibration soem!

Borers Eliminated by 
Use of Lime 


In looking over old numbers of the Farm 
and Orchard Magazine, recently I found 
an article on Peach Tree Borers by H. J. 
Wilder, Farm Adviser of San Bernardino 
county. As I have made some valuable 
discoveries in controlling this pest, I am 
making the following observations in order 
that they may be passed on to my fellow 
orchardists: 

Five years ago somé of my trees here 
im the Tehachapi district were attacked by 
the borers. I immediately consulted all the 
bulletins I could find on the subject and 
tried everything recommended, with very 
little success. 

The most effective of these remedies, I 
found, was cutting out the borers and paint- 
ing the wounds in the trees. It was a very 
slow and laborious process, and the al- 
ready weakened tree continued to grow 
weaker. 

Knowing that these insects nested in the 


|ground during the winter and returned to 


the tree in the spring, it occurred to me 
that I might be able to destroy their nest- 
ing places and begamw experimenting with 


the base of each affected tree. A less 
quantity might do the work, but as we 
have near us large kilng where lime can 
be had at little cost, I used it and 
with gratifying results.

FRESNO—W. W. Frame of the Conejo 
district about fifteen miles south of thie city 
ig carrying on an experiment with Rhodes 
grass on alkali lands which has attracted 
widespread attention.

Says Brown Blight Can 
be Eliminated 


EL CENTRO.—That That: Brown Blight, the 
only serious disease of lettuce in Imperial 
Valley, can be effectively eliminated is the 
belief of Dr. Ivan C. Jagger, Plant Pathol- 


ogist of the United States Department of 


Agriculture, who recently conducted a dem- 
onstration for the benefit of growers at 
Westmoreland. 

For more than four years University and 
government experts have been working on 
this disease, according to Farm Adviser BD. 
u. Garthwaite of Imperial county. At first 
many growers thought the premature 
browning and shrivelling of the lettuce 
plants was due to alkali. Others laid the 
cause to cutworms, or poor soil. Still oth- 
ers felt that hot or freezing weather or 
rain might be the cause. For a year or two 
not much concern was felt over the new dis- 
ease, but about the third year after the ap 
pearance of the trouble from 50 to 75 per 
cent of some of the fields were a total loss. 
In 1923, Dr. Jagger was assigned to the 
work by the Department of Agriculture. 


He has been investigating the blight ever) 


since. 

By a series of demonstrations, Dr. Jagger 
has shown that brown blight disease can be 
totally eliminated, according to Mr. Garth- 
waite. All growers are following the De- 
partment man’s work with great interest.

The Boston marrow squash is an econom- 
ical crop for the home garden. It can be 
planted to cover a fence, a junk pile, a ga- 
rage, or trained to a trellis, where it ee: 
bear prolifically over a long season. 
few hills will be sufficient for any eae 
and the fruits can be used green, as sum- 
mer squash, or left to mature and stored 
for winter use just as other squash are. 
Plant the seed in mellow, fertile soil after 
all danger of frost is over; water them reg- 
ularly after the plants are up, but not over 
once every two weeks. Cultivation for 
squash is always more important than irri- 
gation, once the soil has a good moisture 
content, and this should be kept in mind 
with the marrows.
